The Locag trial moved along a little 
more rapidly yesterday, Judge Cheney 
exhibited a determ ination to expedite 
matters as much as possible, as the case 
has already run tw o days over the time 
allowed it on the docket and is throwing 
oat other im portant business. The day 
was taken up w ith hearing testimony for 
the defense, and a large num ber of wit­ 
nesses were summoned. 
Colonel Wells, 
who is suffering from an attack of paraly­ 
sis, was not present in court. The prin­ 
cipal witnesses in the morning were Cap­ 
tain Finnegass, of San Francisco, who 
testified as to the relation of Elton and 
Lucas in th at city, and Detective Marsh. 
The first witness of the afternoon was 
Henry J. Hiller, who testified that he 
knew nothing whatever about the entire 
affairs, and was thereupon promptly dis­ 
missed. 
Thomas F. Donahue, a detective, be­ 
gan to tell what Lucas had said to him 
about the stolen articles through the tel­ 
ephone. 
An objection was raised that a 
telephone message could not be construed 
as evidence, and H. C. Wolf, a druggist, 
was called to show that it was Lucas 
himself who was at the other end of the 
telephone. 
The message was sent on 
the day that Elton was arrested. Lucas 
had asked Donahue w hether he was 
searching for Elton and had informed 
him that he was to he found at a certain 
g 


lace on Main street, half an hour later. 
y reason of this inform tion, Donahue 
brought Elton into the police station. 
E. C. Bush, who formerly served the 
6. Elmo Hotel as night clerk and bell­ 
boy, was put upon the stand by the de­ 
fense. The witness knew Elton in San 
Francisco, and considered him a very 
bad character. Elton had shown him the 
silk purse which constitutes the evidence 
against Lucas, and he bad exhibited 
plenty of money. 
He said he was work­ 
ing for Em il H arris and also serving as 
m special policeman at the Salvation 
Army headquarters. He and the witness 
took a driuk together. In the cross-ex­ 
amination Mr. Bush said that he had 
worked for Lucas, and at present made 
use of his office as a lodging at night. 
H e did not rem em ber the episode of the 
purse when he was examined in the low­ 
er cpurt, hut had thought it up a few 
weeks ago. 
Chief Cuddy, the next witness, testi­ 
fied to a conversation which he had had 
with Lucas before the arrest of Elton 
about some of the stolen articles. 
The 
purse was not among the number. 
Elton was brought into court again, and 
declared that had had no private conver­ 
sation with Detective M arsh at any time, 
and hence could not have used the 
threats against Lucas which Marsh had 
described. 
Mr. W. W . Holcomb, who was Elton’s 
lawyer in the burglary affair, for which 
he is now Buffering im prisonment gave 
evidence as to the authenticity of Elton’s 
signature on the order on Lucas for the 
delivery of some of the stolen articles in 
his DOE (session. 
Mrs. Mary W hittier was the nam e of 
the next witnesB. She had made Elton’s 
acquaintance at a lodging 
house on 
Fourth street. 
H e had showed her the 
purse and said that it was a gift from 
his mother. 
Except for that he would 
have made her a present of it. 
Mr. B. McGowan, Jr., happened to be 
in the Court-room when Elton made the 
statement at the tim e of his trial for 
burglary th at if he was convicted for that 
he would not press the case against 
Lucas. 
J . W. Douglas, when placed upon the 
stand, declared th at he wanted to made 
a public statem ent, to correct what the 
newspapers 
had 
said 
about 
him. 
“Never m ind the newspapers,” said 
Judge Cheney, “ we will go on with this 
trial now .” 
Mr. Douglas owned a hay-stack which 
was burned and the cause was after­ 
wards investigated by Harris and his 
men. 
Detectives M arsh and Donahue gave 
m ore testimony showing the determ ina­ 
tion of Elton to down Lucas and O. W. 
H aw kins, the Sheriff of San 
Rafael 
testified to Elton’s performances in that 
locality. 
Mr. Lucas him self will be put on the 
stand to-day and the defense will com­ 
plete its case.

The 
p atien t is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop- 
fdng into the th ro at of th e morbid m atter from 
he head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow dow nw ard, bis rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. Many eaffer- 
erf ar>* obliged to lie w ith the head very m uch 
elevated in order to sleep w ilh some degree 
of com fort. 
In others, n tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind aud above the 60ft palate, in 
the passage between th e th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to th e parts w ith gluish tenacity.

Everything is by no m eans lovely in 
th e Republican Cam p 
in 
California 
W hile the ridiculous pretense is being 
m ade th a t the State will go for Harrison 
an d Morton, there is, nevertheless 
deep undercurrent of dissension 
and 
heartburning. W e do not pretend to rest 
th is statem ent upon the unsupported au­ 
thority of the H e b a ld . The Sacramento 
Record- Union of the 30th ultimo contained 
a very racy and instructive article from 
w hich we propose to quote freely. 
Most 
Californians of any length of residence 
know th at this journal is one of the rep­ 
resentative Republican dailies of the Pa­ 
cific Coast. The article is all the more 
■uggestive because the paper is sup­ 
posed to reflect, in a very particular m an­ 
ner, the most m aturely considered views 
o f the magnates who control the South­ 
e rn Pacific Railway. 
U nder the head, “ O bstructing Side Is­ 
sues,” the Record-Union tells a great 
m any plain troths. It first reproduces 
tb e interview had by a reporter of the 
Chronicle with Col. Cre^d R aym ond, in 
w hich th a t gentlem an said that if Harri­ 
son is elected President, Morris M. Estee 
will have a position in the Cabinet, and 
Jo h n F. Swift will be sent as M inister to 
C hina. A Republican, high in the con­ 
fidence of the party leaders, who resides 
In San Francisco, also placad him self on 
record to the effect that Jam es G. Blaine, 
in the same unlikely event, is to be Sec­ 
retary of State. 
Commenting upon these 
authoritative outgivings, 
the 
Record- 
Union say s: 
“ The men whose names are thus hawked 
about in connection with high official 
position, dependent upon the success of 
th e party whose cause they espouse, are 
forestalled in public estimation. 
When 
Jam es G. Blaine enters upon a canvass 
of the country in favor of the Republican 
cause, he will not be recei ved as the dis­ 
interested advocate of Republican prin­ 
ciples and convictions, but will be re­ 
reduced to Jam es G. Blaine, the candi­ 
date for Secretary of State. Bringing the 
m atter nearer home, when Messrs. Estee 
and Swift appear before the California 
public, their zeal and enthusiasm will be 
divested of all color of disinterested­ 
ness. 
They will stand before their au­ 
dience, not as exponents of principles, but 
as interested candidates for cabinet and 
diplomatic positions. 
We 
presume 
th e 
gentleman 
who 
claims 
to 
know 
Mr. 
H arrison’s 
mind 
the subject of the appointment of Secre­ 
tary of State, and the other gentlem an, 
who with so m uch confidence asserts that 
Mr. Estee is to have a cabinet position 
and Mr. Swift th e appointment of Minis­ 
ter to China, know whereof they speak. 
Such statem ents should not be, and we 
presume are not, lightly m ade. There 
moot be assurances from very high 
sources to justify the sé more than pre­ 
dictions. They indicate a degree of 
frankness on the part of the Republican 
candidate, however, quite unfortunate in 
an aspirant for any office, from the high­ 
est to the lowest. In the higher schools 
of politics silence is a golden virtue in a 
candidate for President, and is equally 
valuable in those who pretend to know 
th e inward intention of the candidate in 
all its breadth and depth. In fact the 
more completely Mr. Harrison may have 
given his confidence to any man or set of 
m en, the m ore binding becomes the 
obligation of silence.” 
This is a very undisguised intim ation 
from an influential Republican source 
th a t inspirant H arrison is a victim of the 
“ too muchee talkee” vice, and that his 
intim ates on this Coast are in the same 
category. Very few unprejudiced ob­ 
servers will be disposed to differ with the 
Sacram ento editor. 
General Harrison, 
judging from his frequent speeches, be­ 
longs to the giddy gusher order of men. 
B ut it is when it comes to the frank 
utterances of Mr. M. H. Do Young, of 
the Chronicle, who has been made the 
m anager on th e Pacific Coast of the Re­ 
publican campaign, th a t our Republican 
contemporary becomes satirical and dis­ 
gusted to a degree. U nlike our Los A n­ 
geles contem porary, the Tribune, the 
Record- Union does not treat as fictions 
the 
repeated 
declarations 
of 
Mr. 


De Young at Chicago 
th at

son 
would 
be 
defeated 
because 
he could not carry the Pacific Coast on 
account of his pro-Chinese and anti-labor 
record, which appeared in 
Mr. De 
Young’s own paper, and which were 
probably telegraphed or dictated by that 
gentleman. 
B ut to resum e: “ Mr. De 
Young is yet to be heard from in these 
m atters. 
W e have heard much of him 
through the columns of his own paper 
and in its issue of July 27th we have his 
portrait, and also the assurance that he 
has a ‘handsome and genial counten­ 
ance.’ The honorable traditions of im 
personal journalism are suffering a se­ 
vere innovation at the hands ef Mr. De 
Young. 
It reaches the summit of ab­ 
surdity whan Mr. De Young can say of 
himself in the columns of his own paper 
that he is handsome and that his counte­ 
nance is genial. 
But Mr. De Young has 
achieved even higher distinctions than 
the other members of the celebrated 
delegation to the Chicago Convention 
During the proceedings of th at body, he 
interviewed himself frequently, and in 
these interviews he represented himself 
as saying that the present Republican 
candidate could by no means carry the 
Pacific States. 
Since th e nomination of 
Harrison, however, Mr. De Young has 
devoted most of his interviews with him 
self to apologies for his stupidity. 
Hav 
ing predicted that 
Senator Harrison 
could not carry California, the National 
Republican Central Committee has ac­ 
corded Mr. De Young a position on the 
managing b>ard. 
According to the 
Chronicle, and to quote its language, 
innovation was made by the committee 
in appointing a sub-committee to take 
care of the campaign on the Pacific coast, 
and Mr. De Young was made Chairman 
of this sub-committee.’ 
Thus Mr. De 
Young was placed in a position where 
he could personally see to it that his 
prediction was not fulfilled. 
There is 
a peculiar political astuteness in this ar­ 
rangement. The gentlem an who said 
the Republican nominee could not carry 
California is placed in charge of the cam 
paign, thus proving that in the judgm ent 
of the National Republican Central Com­ 
mittee the man best qualified to accom 
plish a result desired, is he who declared 
it could not be accomplished. But Mr. 
De Young has acquired a still higher dis­ 
tinction. 
According to Mr. De Young1 
own paper, and perhaps Mr. De Young' 
own words, we are told that on the 'eve of 
the assembling of the National Republi 
can Convention Mr. De Young came to 
Chicago with the California delegation in 
a special train from the city of the Golden 
Gate. He was one of the leading spirits 
in the movement to nominate Mr. Blaine 
and had full charge of the Blaine cam 
paign in Chicago.’ ” 
There is something decidedly funny in 
this whole business, and our Sacramento 
contem porary devotes nearly two columns 
to comments on its grotesqueness, 
dwells at length on the Blaine fiasco, on 
the dishonorable position in which the 
whole thing was calculated to place Mr. 
Blaine, and winds up with the following 
satirical fling: “ Nothstanding all these 
things, it rem ains true that Mr. De Young 
is at the head of the Republican party, 
th at he comes with a mission from the 
National 
organization to manage the 
campaign in California, and we are dis­ 
posed to think th at he carries in his 
pocket more cabinet and diplomatic ap­ 
pointments than any delegate who has 
yet returned. We, therefore, await with 
no common interest the announcement of 
new names which shall serve the pur­ 
pose of elongating the tale of the Presi­ 
dential kite.” 
We fail to see anything auspicious for 
the Republican National campaign in 
California in this very pronounced under­ 
current of discontent and discard. The 
Messrs. Estee and Swift are by no means 
the most popular men in their party in 
California, nor is Mr. De Yonng himself 
California,s favorite son. The knowledge 
that they are to have full swing should 
Harrison reach the W hite House will 
very materially cut down H arrison’s vote 
in this State.

Senate Tari»' BUI S till in an 
Indeterm inate Condition. 
D epartm ent Notes. 


B eginning on September 4th the Ohio 
Exhibition at Columbus will remain open 
some six weeks. 
During its sessions 
there will be assembled at Colnmbus the 
Grand Encampment of the G. A. R ., 
which will rem ain in that city five or six 
days. A great concourse will gather from 
all portioES of the United States at the 
capital of Ohio during that time, and it 
is highly desirable that there should be 
an exhibition of the products of Los An­ 
geles there, especially as northern and 
central California will undoubtedly be 
fully represented. The Board of Trade 
of Los Angeles is moving in the m atter, 
and it is proposed to raise $2500 for the 
purpose of insuring a fitting representa­ 
tion of our products and presentation of 
our possibilities at Colnmbus. The move 
ment is a deserving one, ample space 
has been accorded in the exhibition 
building and the Santa Fe Railway has 
offered to take free of charge all things 
which it may be thought expedient to 
send. The expenditure of this compara­ 
tively small sum of money may be the 
means of bringing millions of dollars into 
Los Angeles.

In the 
bill as reported the provisions of the 
HouBe bill for the transfer of the W eather 
Bureau from the W ar D epartm ent to the 
D epartm ent of Agriculture, are stricken 
out. 
Evarts, from the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, reported back the Senate 
joint resolution authorizing and empow­ 
ering the President of the United States 
to take such measures, as may in his 
judgment be necessary, to obtain indem­ 
nity promptly for injuries, losses and 
damages suffered by the Venezuelan 
Steam thip Company, of New York, by 
reason of the wrongful seizure and de 
tention of the com pany’s three steamers 
in 1871, and to employ such means or 
exercise such powers as may be necessa 
ry. 
’ The Senate resumed consideration of 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, the 
pending question being on the am end­ 
m ent offered yesterday by Call, appro­ 
priating $10,000 for the recovery of prop­ 
erty in the late Confederate States, now 
held in adverse possession to the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Edm unds said that he had been on a 
Committe four years ago which had in­ 
vestigated the whole subject and he was 
satisfied that the appropriation would be 
a useless waste of money and that the 
wisest thing that could be done with the 
assets of the late Confederacy, as with 
the late unpleasantness itself, was to for­ 
get all about them and let them go. 
Gibson opposed the am endment, he 
submitted that it was not proper at this 
late hour to call in question the validity 
of the surrenders that were made by offi­ 
cers of the Government, of tbe Confed­ 
eracy on land or sea. 
The Confederate

graved on its tombstone the epitaph, en­ 
graved on ShakeBpeare’s tom b: 
“ Good friend for Jcsub sake forbeare 
To tuch tbe duet entombed here. 
Blessed be he who spares these bones, 
Cursen be he who moves these stones.” 
Call said he did not sym pathize with 
Gibson in the opinion th at the dust of 
the Confederacy should be buried and 
that its good friends should let it aloue. 
The Confederacy would live in history 
for the great and heroic characters which 
it had developed. There was no need to 
leave their dust undisturbed. 
Their 
fame was written on the immortal pages 
of history by such illustrious characters 
as Lee and Jackson, and he was glad to 
know th at the loyal heart of the North 
and of its soldiers responded to that 
sentiment. 
He was not asham ed of the 
Confederacy and bid its dust to remain 
undisturbed. 
It could not be shouted 
down or overlooked. 
The Confederacy 
had no dust, but it had the immortal 
glory of heroic character, of noble self­ 
sacrifice.
